At what period in the hiſtory of 
the world this ſyſtem was promul- 
gated among them, it is extremely 
difficult to determine. Their own. 
accounts of its antiquity are io en- 
veloped in allegorical myſteries, 
that they cannot ſafely be truſted. 
But, from a particular inveſtiga- 
tion“ of this curious {ubject, it 
appears highly probable that the 


IxsrirurEks or Menu, which 


are a compendium of the religious 


and civil duties of the Hindus, 


were written about 9oo years 
before the Chriſtian æra; that the 
Vedas, which are the Hindi {crip- 


tures, were compoſed goo years 


before theſe Inſtitutes ; and that 
the ancient ſages of Hinduſtan had 
reached the doctrines of the 

edas for ſome centuries antece- 
dent to their being committed to 
writing, It is indeed perfectly 
evident, that a mioral ſyſtem of 


ſuch wonderful complexity, and 


holding ſuch an abſolute ſway over 
the minds of its votaries, could 
alone have been reared by the ac- 
cumulated wiſdom of ages. Its 
religious principles might origin- 
ally have been introduced into 
India, by ſome great legiſlators, in 
the early dawn of knowledge and 
arts; but the civil inſtitutions 
which have been engrafted on 
thoſe principles bu the ingenuity 
of human invention, muſt have 
grown according to circumſtances, 
and flouriſhed through the in- 
fluence of time. | 
The genuine principles of -the 
Hindu religion inculcate the moſt 
ſublime notions—though its rites 
are debaſed with idolatry and ſuper- 
ſtition. Theſe principles teach, 
that the univerſe 1s -governed by 
one {ſupreme and intelligent Ruler, 
whoſe divine eſſence pervades the 
whole circle of nature, gives 


motion to the luminaries of the 


ſKky, and vivihes the animal crea- 
tion; that theſoul, after death, re- 
aſcends to the immortal ſpirit of 
God, and that the body returns to 
duſt; that he who diſtinguiſhes 
himſelf in this world by pious and 
charitable actions, ſhall attain im- 
mortality; but that he who deſtroys 
the purity of his own ſoul, - ſhall 
dwell, for a- certain time, with 
evil ſpirits in the regions. which 
utter darkneſs involves, and that, 
after he has received the, puniſh-

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ment due to his crimes, his ſpirit 
ſhall be ſent back to this world, to 
inhabit the bodies of beaſts. 

This doctrine was rigidly adhered 


to by the philoſophers of ancient 


Hinduſtan, and it forms the creed 
of the learned Brahmans of the 
preſent day; but prieſteraft and 
ignorance have introduced into 
the popular belief a multitude of 
abſurdities. 

The Hinditis of every deſcrip- 
tion, however, implicitly believe 
that there is an invifible Deity, 
who rules over all things; that the 
human ſpirit is immortal; and that 
there is a future ſtate of rewards 
and puniſhments, which conſiſts 
in the tranſmigration of the foul, 
after death, into different bodies, 
according to the guilt or innocence 


of thoſe whom they had previouſly 


animated. In the Vedas, one 
God only is acknowledged, who 
is called BRAHMA, or the Great 
One. Ile is declared to be a being 
without ſhape, whoſe eſſence is 
incomprehenſble, and who muſt 


therefore be worſhipped through 


 ſymbolical repreſentations of his 


divine attributes. The triple di- 
vinity of Viſhnii, Brahma, and 
Shiva, which are expreſſed by 
the myſtical word Ou, are faid to 
be emblems of the creative, pre- 
ſervative and deſtruttive powers 
of the Almighty 3 aud it is or- 
-dained, that adoration ſhall be 
offered up to him before images of 
thele powers, as well as of all the 
other qualities of the divine nature.

rence for it, by every means that 
can either engage their intereſts, or 
awaken their fears. So pei fect a con- 
viction of its truth 11 juſtice has, 
therefore, beerveſtabliſhed throu gh- 
out Hinduſtan,that even among the 
modern Hindus, who have in tome

Hence it appears, that almoſt every other occupation, though regularly it be

The elevation of the prieſthood 
above all other orders of men, has 
reatly contributed to the ſtrength, 
durabllity and ſplendour of the 
Hindi ſyſtem, as it enabled them 
to keep alive the prejudices, with- 
out inflaming the e e of the 
people., Religion has naturally a 
owerful influence over the human 
mind; and the ancient lawgivers of 
Hinduſtin ſucceſsfully employed 
that influence, at once to for- 
tify and embelliſh their doctrines. 
With this view, theology was not 
only mterwoven with the whole. 


code of civil and criminal Jaw, but 


was alſo mingled with the very 
habits, and made to ſanction the 
minuteſt actions of life: And in 
order to preſerve and perpetuate 


the paramount aſcendency of reli- 


gion, its ordinances were written 
in a language which the lower 

f the people, under the 
ſevereſt penalties, were exprelsly 
prohibited from learning; its mi- 
niſters were endowed with more 
than mortal privileges, and the 
prieſtly office was rendered heredi- 
tary, Yet this extraordinary pre- 
eminence and extenſive {way has 
not infuſed into the Brahmanical

__. . ſumptuous pedantry and intolerapt 


pride which religious denomina- 
tion has too frequently engendered, 
The Brahmans merit diſtinction, 
as much for their modeſty and 
mildneſs in the maintenance of 


_ their own theological opinions, and 


* 
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their liberality in the toleration of 
thole of others, as for the unexam. 
led firmneſs and cenſtancy with 
which they have adhered to their 
faith. CY, | 
They are expreſsly forbidden, in 
the ſacred writings, to admit con. 
verts to their religion; and are at 


the ſame time exhorted, in a ſtrain 


of the moſt ſublime eloquence, to 
be hoſpitable and benevolent to 
ſtrangers as well as to friends, and 
to look up with reverence to all the 
various forms of worſhip which the 
Almighty, for various but inſcrut. 
able purpoſes, hath allotted to the 
different races of man“. This ex. 
alted exhortation, which is ſo emi. 
nently calculated to call up, in the 
human heart, all thoſe ſentiments 
that mould and ſoften the paſſions, 
has not, however, wvailed to pro- 
duce, throughout the great body of 
the Hindi people, ſuch benignant 
and wholeſome effects: For, though 
their general character partake of 
the znild ſpirit and philanthropic 
maxtms of their religious ſyſtem, 
and though their manners be juſtly 
diſtinguiſhed for ſuavity and polite. 
neſs, it muſt not be forgotten, that, 
at one period of their hiſtory, their 
altars were ſtained with human {a- 
crificest, and that, in the preſent 
day, there are ſome practices too 
prevalent among them, which ma- 
nifeſt the utmoſt violence of tem- 
per, and even betray ſtrong ſymp- 
toms of a vindictive and ſanguinary

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The laws of the Hindus are inti- 


mately blended with their religion. 
They believe them to have been 
promulgated by Menu, the ſon of 
Brahma, and to have received the 
anction of God. The ſtrict ob- 
ſervance of them is therefore en- 
coined as a religious duty, and the 


nalleſt breach of them is deemed a 


glaring impiety. No human power 
is authoriſed to alter, much els fo 
annul them: and if, in the opinion 


ofthe moſt learned of the Brahmans, - 


any additional regulations ſhould 
appear eſſentially requiſite, they 
are required to prepare them with 
the moſt ſcrupulous caution, and 


ind after the - fulleſt and moſt 


mature conſideration. | 
Though theſe laws be not found- 
ed on the broad principles of gene- 
ral equity, they are, upon the 
whole, admirably adapted to the 
peculiar genius of the people for 
whom they were deſigned, which 


is in truth the perfection of all 


laws, In order to ſupport heir 
artificial diviſion of ſociety, it Was 
indiſpenſable» in the legiſlators of 
Hinduſtan to give to each claſs its 
appropriate privileges; and conſe- 
quently to introduce into their 
penal code a variety of different 
puniſhments for the ſame offence, 
which were to be awzrded accord- 
ing to the rank and condition of the 
criminal: So that a crime, for 
which a Sudra muſt forfeit his life, 
is, in a Brahman, only puniſhed 
with a flight pecuniary amerce- 
ment, Vet at this inequality in 
the laws the people do not repine ; 


though a ſuffering Sadra may occa- 
ſionally expreſs a wiſh that he had 
been born in a more elevated order. 

The inſtitutions of property and 
marriage, which are he 8 of 
ſocial union, and the foundation of 
civil ſociety, are, by the Hindi 
law, ſtrongly fortified and vigi- 
lantly.. guarded. . Perſonal rights 
are defined with the utmolt clear- 
neſs and preciſfian, and the general, 
ſafety is ſecured by wiſe and ample . 
proviſions. ,. Marriage is declared 
to be the indiſpenſable duty of all. 
men; parents are therefore enjoined 
to enforce that duty on their chil- 
dren, by contracting them in mar- 
riage before the age of puberty. 
Polygamy is allowed; but in this 
particular the manners correct the 
law, and advantage is very rarely 
taken of that indulgence. The 
indubitable virginity of the bride 
is an indiſpenſable preliminary to 
the matrimonial union and con- 
jugal infidelity on the part of the 
wife, is, in ſome caſts, puniſhed 


with death; in others, with the 


moſt rigorous penalties. Con- 
ſtancy in the bu band is ſtrongly 
recommended; but for his viola - 
tion of the marriage bed there is no 
puniſhment. preſcribed, unleſs the 
adultery be committed with a wo- 
man of a ſuperior caſt, in which 
caſe he is put to death. Men are, 
however, as by a very forcible 
tie to prelerve the purity of the 
nuptial. t: the ofispring 
of adulterers are branded from their 
birth, with the indelible ſtigma of 
public diſgrace “.

It has alſo been fully ſubſtantiated, 
that a race of Hindds, called Rajikoomars, who inhabit the frontiers of Juanpore, 
not far diſtant from Benares, the hallowed ſeat of their religion and learning, 
practice the dreadful cuſtom of ſtarving their female children, in order to ſave 
the expence that would neceſlarily attend their marriages when grown up, Prac- 
tices ſo repugnant to humanity ſeem, at firſt ſight, difficult to reconcile with the 


idea of a civilized people; but a cloſer examination of 


the ſubject will ſhew, that 


theſe ſhecking barbarities are the natural oftspring of polytheiſm, and are nou- 


riſhed 


in the boſom of ſuperſtition. Even in the poliſhed nations of ancient 


Europe, the moſt enormous outrages were committed on the feelings of humanity, 
See the Inſtitutes of Menu, by Sir W 1LL1AM Jokes.

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In all theſe particulars, the ſen- 
timents of the people correſpond 
with the laws: And the rigid 
tions of female chaſtity which have 
thereby been acquired, gave riſe to 
the extraordinary and dreadful cuſ- 
tom of women burning themſelves 
with their deceaſed huſbands, 
which has naturally excited fo 
much aſtoniſhment and horror in 
the minds of all Europeans who 
have ſeen the awful ceremony. 
'The law recommends, - but does 
not enforce the practice: Yet the 
. obſervance of it is conſidered a 
religious duty, as well as an infal- 
lible proof of the moſt exalted 
virtue: it has therefore prevailed, 
in a greater or leſs degree, —_ 
the higher orders, in all ages an 
notwithſtanding the marked diſ- 
couragement it has received from 
the Britiſn government, we know, 
from poſitive evidence, that it ſtill 
exiſts in many parts of Hinduſtan. 
The Hindfi laws regulate and 
ſecure all property by the rights of 
inheritance; and thele are laid 
down with the greateſt exaCtnels, 
and eſtabliſhed with the moſt bind- 
ing force. No man can alienate 
his eſtate, whatever may be the 
particular ſpecies of property m 
which it is veſted, or even make 
any partial diſtribution of it in be. 
half of a favourite child. He muſt 
divide it among his children; and, 
failing of them, among his relations 
in the next degree of affinity, ac- 
cording to the allotment preſcribed 
by law; except ſuch effects as he 
may have obtained by his good for- 
tune in war, by his induſtry in the 
arts of peace, or by the bequeſts 
of his parents or friends who ſhall 
have acquired property in any of 
theſe ways: all fach effects are in- 
divilible, and may be diſpoſed of as 


the will of the poſſeſſor ſhall 


direct. , Sons can demand their

during their father's life-time; and 
13 cannot, under any circum. 

ances, 22 loſs of caſt and de. 
privation of honour, refuſe 10 
grant it. The property of women 
15 defined and ee by diftin& 
and appropriate laws, but upon the 
ſame general principles: Whatever 
money or jewels a woman may re. 
ceive from her parents or huſband, 
ſhall, at Her — belong, by 
right of inheritince, to her un. 
married daughters; and, failing of 
them, to her ſons, whether they be 
married or not. 

All land in ancient Hinduſtan 
was - the abſolute property of the 


ſovereign, It was portioned out 


in ſmall allotments to the ryotzs, 


or huſbandmen, who held their 
farms directly from the prince, 
by perpetual hereditary tenures. 
The value of one-fixth part of 
the produce of the foil was paid 
by the huſbandmen to the fo 
verggn, as rent. This rent con. 
ſtituted the revenues of the ſtate; 
it was collected by particular off. 
cers called choudries, and by them 
it was paid to government *,— 
Theſe choudries belonged to the 
claſs of huſbandmen; they were 
appointed by the ſovereign, and 
received from him a regular lalary; 
beſides which, they were entitled 
to fees of office and other per. 
quiſites from the ryots on the 
payment of their rent. Thus it 
appears, that in the ancient king- 
doms of Hinduſtan, the whole of 
the landed property belonged to the 
ſovereign; and. that though the 
huſbandmen, by immemorial ulage, 
held their farms in perpetuity, yet 
the ſovereign was by law au'ho- 
riſed to diſpoſſeſs any farmer who 
failed in the regular payment of 
his rent; and to let his farm to ano- 
ther. Whether the huſbandman 


received

diſcover; but it would ſeem they 
did not, as in the modern Hindu 
ſtates, in which fimilar cuſtoms 

revail, the ryots hold their 
lands by preſcription only. With 
regard to abſolute grants of land, 
the only documents which have 
yet been found, are two grants 
(written in the Sanſcrit language) 
of the abſolute proprietary right 
of certain portions of land which 
were beſtowed by the ſovereign 
on two learned Brahmans, for reli- 
gious and literary purpoſes *, 

To give efficacy to theſe rules 
and ordinances, courts of law were 
eſtabliſhed throughout the empire, 
in which all judicial proceedings 
were conditted with the moſt per- 
fect order and regularity. he 
ſtricteſt attention was paid to the 
examination of evidence: 
the plaintiff and defendant were 
allowed to employ counſelz and 
the judges never paſſed ſentence 
without previouſly conſulting a 
learned Brahman, who, for that 
purpoſe, was directed to attend all 
civil as well as criminal trials. 

The civil governments of the an- 
cient ſtates of Hinduſtan, although 
abſolute monarchies, were yet con- 
hned in the exerciſe of their func- 
tions to the juſt limits of thoſe 
laws which, from an implicit be- 
lief in their divine origin, it was 
accounted ſacrilege to tranſgreſs. 
The Hindu princes were, by their 
religion, equally bound to obey the 
laws themſelves, to cauſe them to 
be duly. adminiſtered, and to en- 
force a ſtrit obedience to them 
among their ſubjetts. Under the 
immediate control of a feligion, 
whole miniſters were not only 
born in a higher order of the com- 
munity, but were inveſted with 
bleater immunities than themſelves,

theſe princes were reſtrained in 
their ambition, and temperanceand 
moderation formed the diſtinctive 
features of their character. There 
are undoubtedly particular excep- 
tions, in ancient as well as modern 
hiſtory, to this general deſcription 
of the Hindi governments: but 

to uſe the language of an illuß⸗ 
trious writer, “the princes of Hin · 
duſtan never had, nor pretended to 
have, an unlimited legiſlative autho- 
rity, but were always under the 
control of laws believed to be di- 
vine, with which they never claim- 


ed any — of diſpenſing .“ 
1 


Yet the Hindũs had not the moſt“ 
remote idea of political liberty; 
for thoſe proud feelings and gene- 
rous ſentiments, out of which it 


grows, never warmed or agitated 


their cold and tranquil boſoms. 
The influence of the climate, 
conjoined with the deſpotiſm of 
prieſtcraft and ſuperſtition, un- 
fitted their minds for the recep- 
maſculine virtues 
which dignify our nature, while 
they cheriſhed the mean vices of 
avarice and {lavery. Their know- 
ledge of the arts of civil life, and 
their acquirements in literature 
and ſcience, though they ren- 
dered them an ingenious, intelli- 
gent, poliſhed and induſtrious 
people, yet did not infuſe into 
their diſpoſition that ſpirit of inde- 
penderice, without which com- 
merce never fails to raiſe the ſelfiſh 
paſſions in proportion as it accu- 
mulates wealth, and even learning 
itſelf fruſtrates thole beneficent 

urpoſes Which it is deſigned to 
promote. Thus the advancement of 
trade among the Hindiis foſtered 


that knavery and cunning Which 


they practiſe in all their mercantile 
tranſactions; and the literature of the 
Brahmans, while it enriched their 


country with many noble produc- 


tions in effect contributed to rivet 
on the 


* 


— 
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the chains of ſuperſtition, which 
were originally forged to faſten 
the people in a total ignorance of 
thoſe principles and opinions that 
teach mankind to prize the bleſ- 


. fings of freedom. 


Nevertheleſs, this peaceful race 
ſeem to have enjoyed, under their 
ancient governments, no ſmall de- 

e of contentment and happinzſs. 
Of this the progreſs which they 
had inade in the abſtraft ſciences, 
as well as in many of the uſeful and 
elegant arts, is a ſufficient proof. 
It is only in that ſtate of proſperity. 
and eaſe which reſults from the 
mutual confidence of a people and 
their rulers, that fo much know- 
ledge and refinement can be ac- 
quired; | | 

But neither their religion nor 
their philoſophy had taught them 
to queſtion the juſtice of making a 
traffic of their own ſpecies, and of 
ſubjecting ſeveral millions of their 
fellow- countrymen to the moſt de. 


grading bondage. Slavery was au- 


thoriſed by law; and the purchaſe, 
fale and enfranchiſement of ſlaves, 
were regulated by particular modes 
and ordinances. This miſerable 
body of men did not form a ſepa- 
rate order in the community ; they 
were taken without diſtinction 
from all the claſſes but the Brah- 


mans, and were conſidered as a 


neceſſary part of the domeſtic eſta. 


- bliſhment of every man who could 


afford to procure and retain them ; 
and in the houſehold of princes 
and nobles, the captives taken in 
honourable war were doomed to 
ignominious ſervitude. 

As the greateſt evils may, under 
peculiar circamſtances, be con- 
verted-into benefits, ſo the Hindu 
{laves were rendered ſerviceable in 
time of war, by expeditiouſly re- 
cruiting the ranks of the army on 
any critical emergency, or after an

unexpected loſs : For the military 
eſtabliſhment of the empire waz 
not, like the inſtitutions of its civil 
polity, reduced to a ſyſtematic ar. 
rangement. The Hindisare indeed 
deſervedly renowned in Afitic 
ſtory, for courage and perleve. 
rance; but they have always been 
more of a pacific than a warlike 
people. The art of War was among 
the few arts which they neglected 


which are recorded in hiſtory, were 
obtained by their valour rather 
than their {kill. 

Their ingenuity, however, fur. 
niſhed them with ſome deſtructive 
weapons, which appeal to have 
diſconcerted the .intrepid warriors 
of Greece, They had known the 
ule of gunpowder and fire-arms 
many centuries before the invaſion 
of Alexander, and they ſucceſsfully 
employed them, as inſtruments of 


conqueror. Their walled towns Egy! 
were defended both with wooden exha 
and iron cannon, though of a very tupp 
rudg and miſhapen kind; and the whic 
rockets, which are tkrown with ſo over 
much dexterity and effect in the T 
preſent day, are thoſe very engines boral 
of wat that ſhook the firmnels of Hine 
the Macedonian phalanx, on the to t 
banks of the Hyphaſis, and that peo 
Philoſtratus calls the thunder and to 
lightning of the gods.

But ancient Hinduſtan more par- bene 
ticularly claims attention, as the greſs 
tranquil ſeat of literature and com- cour 
merce, whence Europe was deſ- ſiſtec 
tined to receive much of ber the | 
knowledge, and many of her re- ſerve 
finements. The wiſdom of the eaſt 
is celebrated in facred hiſtory ;* 
ard its wealth ſeems in all ages to bir 
have excited the envy, and inflamed Afat

the cupidity of the weſtern world. 
Its coſtly commodities were ſought 
after with the utmoſt eagerneſs at 
the annual fairs of Babylon and of 
Tyre, Among the voluptugus 
throng which flocked to thoſe re- 
nowned - marts, the various pro- 
ductions of the ingenious work- 
manſhip of the Hindũs, but eſpe- 
cially the delicate and beautiful 
manufatures of their looms, found 
an ample anda rapid ſale. By the 
aid of the camel, whom the Arabs 
emphatically call the ſhip of the 
deſert, the Perſians were enabled 
to carry on, with the northern pro- 
vinces of Hinduſtan, a regular 1n- 
tercourſe and an extenſive trade; 
and the ſpirit of enterpriſe which 
invigorated the induſtry of the 
Phenicians, firſt opened the navi- 
gation between the Red Sea and 
the ſhores of Guzerat and Malabar. 
Through theſe. channels the opu- 
lence of the eaſt lowed in pen 
Egypt and-Greece, from the ſame 
| exhauſtiels fountains - that now 
tupply the vaſt ſtream of commerce 
which ſpreads riches and luxury 
over modern Europe. | 

Thus a knowledge of all the ela- 
borate and curious arts in which the 
Ilindũs excel, was communicated 
to the Egyptian and Grecian 
Pug : and, without attempting 
to decide the queſtion, whether 
Egypt or Hinduſtan had made the 
firſt advances in civilization? it 
may be affirmed, as an undoubted 
truth, that they derived reciprocal 
benefit and aſſiſtance in their pro- 
grels, from the commercial inter- 
courle which, immemorially ſub- 
ſiſted between them. This truth, 
the legendary poems that are pre- 
ſerved in the Sanſcrit language, to- 


- 


many of the Hind and Egyptian 
cuſtoms, not to mention the gene- 
ral affinity of their mythological 
ſyſtems, very ſatisfactorily atteſt,* 

What advantage the literary ge- 
nius of Athens may, through this 
means, have obtained from the 
learning of the Brahmans, it is diffi- 
cult to determine: but there is no 
doubt that the principles of the 
Pythagorean philoſophy, as well as 
thole of the ethics of Ariſtatle, 
were inculcated with pious ardour 
on the banks of the Ganges, when 
the claſlic ground of Attica was yet 
inhabited by the Palaſgic CORO 
At that period, the Brahtnansg had 
obtained conſiderable proficiency 


in aſtronomical ſcience, and their 


favourite ſtudies, of metaphyſics 
and logic, were publicly taught in 
the philoſophical ſchools of Hin- 
duſtan, In the ſimplicity and per- 


fection of their arithmetical opera- 


tions, they ſurpaſſed all the world; 


and the common numerals now 


univerſally uſed in Europe, were 


invented by them. f Nor were 
they leſs ſxil ful in geometry, though 
they did not apply its principles 
to the purpoſes of life, as their 
ignorance of mechanics too clearly 
teſtiſies. With phyſiology, and all 


its ſubordinate ſciences, they had a 


very ſlight acquaintance; and con- 
ſequentty their knowledge of phy- 
ſic was extremely limited and im- 
EN In the cure of diſeaſes, 
ike the Hindi empirics of the pre- 
{ent day, their ſole guide was ex- 
perience; and in complaints that 
required ſurgical aſſiſtance, - they 
truſted to time and nature. Not- 
withſtanding their knowledge of 
the heavenly bodies, and the abili-

ſelf. A treaty Was therefore ſpeed i- 
ly concluded between them : the 
Greek renounced all r:ght to the 
conqueſts of Alexander on the eaſt 
bank of the Indus; and the Indian, 
who contended for nothing more, 
returned to his capital amidſt the ap. 
plauſe and gratitude of his ſubjects. 
Though Seleucus was thus con- 
ſtrained to relinquiſh his favourite 
project of re-eſtabliſhing the Gre- 


cian colonies in Hinduſtan, his po- 


litic conduct and addrels enabled 
him in effect to ſecure all the com- 
mercial advantages which he could 
have derived from the full comple. 
ment of hs wiſhes. For the ſpecious 
candour be diſplayed in the negoti- 
ation of peace, impreſſed Chandra- 
gupta with the moſt favourable opi- 
nion of the Greek character, and in-

F ha in that metropolis, and who 
y his extenſive knowledge and 
good ſenſe, reſtored the trade be- 
tween Perfia and India, which the 
Macedonian conqueſt had inter- 
rupted and almoſt deftroyed. 

This trade was thenceforward 
purſued with increafing ſpirit; and 
at the cloſe of Chandra-gupta's 
proſperous reign, the empire of 
Hinduſtan flouriſhed in peace, in 
wealth and in glory. 

From contemplating period ſo 
brilliant in the hiſtory of a people 
eminent for talent and acquire- 
ments, and who lived under a go- 
vernment diftinguiſhed for its 
juſtice and lenity, the mind turns 
with indignant ſorrow to obſerve 
the ſubverſion of that government, 
the inexorable cruelties of its uſur- 
pers, and the multiplied ſufferings 
of innocence and virtue. 

The ſucceſſors of Chandra gupta 
on the throne of Prachi, are ſaid 
to have ruled with the ſame mild 
ſway, which was exerciſed by that 
illuſtrious prince. But from the 
extinction of his family *, until the 
invahon of the Ma hommedan prin- 
ces of Ghizni, the Hiſtory of Hin- 
duſtan is obſcured in a cloud of 
fables, which the rays of modern 
genius have not yet been able to 
diſpel. During that long and 
gloomy period, it would, however 
appear from the current tales of 
the Hindu poets, ſome of which, 
it may be ſuppoſed, had their ori- 
ginal in real events, that the em- 
pire was continuallydiſtracted with 
civil wars.

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different princes were merely per. 
ſonal; ariſing from their avarice 
or ambition, and never interfering 
with the cuſtoms, the laws, and 
religion of theif country, which 
they were all equally bound t 
maintain. Hence we find thoſe 
ſmall ſtates which had been ſubjy. 
gated Ph Alexander, again uniting 
to repel the predatory inroads of 
the Bactrians, after that people 
had revolted from the Seleucidzf, 
in the declenſion of the Afſyrian 
power. And their ſpirited ſtrug. 
le with thoſe martial and hardy 
050 rendered them worthy of 
a far different fate than that 90 
which they were doomed. 

The Hindũs had hitherto known 
foreign nations through the peace. 
ful medium of commerce, or the 
hottile intercourſe of honourable 
war; but they were now to be- 
hold, in the boſom of their coun- 
try, a race of men who deſigned 
never to quit it, who robbed them 
of the inheritance of their fathers, 
and profanely inſulted the religion 
of their God. In the ſeventh cen- 
tury of the Chriſtian æra, the reli- 
gious enthuſiaſm of the Arabs, re- 
ceived a new direction, and ac-

and giving full reins to his ſan- 
gunary. temper, maſſacred, in 
cold blood, an helpleſs peaſantry, 
already half famiſhed with hun- 
ger, {paring neither the ſanctity 
of age, nor the ſacredneſs of aMic- 
tion. The brave reſiſtance which 
he met with from the princes of 
Guzerat, who had confederated 
to maintain their independence, 
a waked no pity, no commiſeration, 
no compunction, in his obdurate 
and remorſeleſs heart; it ſerved 
only to ſharpen his rapacity with 
reſentment, and to arm his zeal 
with fury. The ſufferings of 
kings dragged from their thrones, 
the wailings of women torn from 
their huibands and children, and 
the groans of a whole people ex- 
piring under the weight of their 
injuries, or the ſwords of their op- 
preſſors, pierced not the breaſt of 
this orofl gate tyrant, who pur- 
ſued with ſavage triumph, his 
guilty career, and with unheard- 
of blaſphemy, called upon offend- 
ed Heaven to reward his exertions 
in the cauſe he had eſpouſed. - 
Mammood, having at length ſa- 
tiated his avarice, if not his cruel- 
ty, and having appointed gover- 
nors to the different provinces he 
had conquered, for dis laſt time 
bade adieu to Hinduſtan, and re- 
returned to his native country t, 
the moſt wealthy monarch of his 
race, But his reſtleſs and adven- 
turous ambition, unenfeebled by 
age or luxury, diſdained the quiet 
enjoyment of his riches, and 
prompted him to turn his victori- 
ous arms againſt the northern pro- 
vinces of Perſia, which had hithef- 
to, withſtood the progreſs of Ma- 
hommedaniſm, In leſs than ten 
years he extended his conqueſts, 
together with his religion, over 
the greateſt, part of Perſia and 
Georgia: —and thence returning 


1 
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by the Caſpian Sea, through the 
province of Hyrcania, he croffed 
the Oxus, and proceeded to Bo- 
kara, a ſmall ſtate which he had 
conquered in the early part of his 


reign. , But not yet ſatisfied with 
the yaſt acquiſitions he had made“ 
to the Ghiznian empire, he ſub- 
dued the fierce inhabitants of Bu- 
charia *, from. Samarcand to the 
Jeſpera mountains; and after hav- 
ing rendered himſelf the moſt pow- 
erful warrior of his time, he died, 
at an advanced age, in his palace 
at Ghizni, in the year 1030 of the 
Chriſtian æra. b: 5 = 
The immediate ſucceſſors of 
Mammooqd, poſſeſſing all his reli- 
gious fanaticiſm, without a ſingle 
ſpark of his fire, or any portion 
of his talents, inceſſantly provoked 
foreign wars, which they had nei- 
ther the judgment nor ſpirit to 
conduct. The princes of weſtern, 
Hinduſtan, "i ſmarting with 
their vounds, and eager to avenge 
their wrongs, as well as to recover 
their kingdoms, loſt. no time 


ſeizing an opportunity ſo favour- q 


able for the attainment of their 
defires. And the animoſity that 
prevailed among the governors, 
whom Mammood had appointed 
to his Indian provinces, no leſs 
than their Lifſalute -manners and 
 wanton.cruelty, at once encou- 
_ raged the hopes and exaſperated 
the feelings of the Hindits, who 
reſolved, by one -manly effort, to 
cruſh the puny deſpotiſm by which 
they were oppreſſed. Accordingly 
the prince of Delhi, who appears 
tao have been a man of great cbu- 
rage and ſome abilities, formed a 
confederacy of all the ſtates that 
had felt the ſhock of the Mahom- 
medan conqueſt; and having raiſed 
a powerful army, marched agaiuft 
the Mufielmans, and completely

victory did not run long in his fa- 
vour. Being elated with his rs 
ſucceſs, he imprudently puſhed for- 
ward with too much celerity ; and 
by driving his enemies to the con- 
fines of their on country, he ena. 
bled them to receive conſiderable 
reinforcements of freſh'troops,ani. 
mated withreligiouszeal,and enui. 
ed to military duty. The prince 
of Delhi, however, was not to he 
intimidated by their formidable 
aſpect. He attacked them with 
his uſual impetuoſity; and after a 
dreadful conflict, in which much 
obſtinate valour was diſplayed on 
both ſides, the frantic fury of the 
Muffelmans overcame his utmoſt 
exertions ; his army was entirely 
diſcomfftted; and he narrowly ef- 
caped himſelf, with a few folloy. 
ers,t0 bear the melancholy tiding) 
to his native country . 
After this event, nothing worthy 
of our notice preſents itſelf in the 


neſt of Ghizni, by Mahommed 
Ghori, the Afghan prince 5. Dur- 
ing the long interval between 
the defeat of the prince of Delhi, 
and the elevation of Ghori to the 
Ghiznian throne, the whole of the 
weſtern provinces remained in the 
3 the Muſſelmans, who 
ad now began to colonize in the 
country, and who had greatly in- 
creaſed their numbers by the pro- 
ſelytes they had made from the out- 
caſt Hindus, Yet the rancorous 
antipathy that ſubſiſted between 
them and the bulk of the Hindi 
people precluded the poſlibility of 
an amicable ſettlement; and mu- 
tual diſcontent gave birth to : 
number of petty wars, remarkable 
only for the obſtinacy with which 
they were maintained, and for the 
1 | | cruelties 
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eruelties of Which they were pro- 
quctive. The Muflelmans how- 
ever; gained little by this barba- 
rous warfare, which waſted their 
ſtrength without extending their 
dominion. And it was reſerved 
for the intrepidity of Ghori to pe- 
netrate into the eaſtern provinces. 

This furious, but ſkilful leader, 
though repulſed with great loſs, at 
the commencement of his opera- 
tions in Hinduſtan, ſtill purſued 
his purpole with undiminiſhed ar- 
dour; and in the courſe of two 
years, he repaired his misfortunes, 
routed the allied army of the Hin- 
di potentates on the plains of Del- 
hi, ravaged the provinces of Oude 
and Allahabad, and finally ftormed 
the ancient city of Benares, giving 
up to the unbridled rage and foul 
atrocities of a hcentious and bru- 
tal ſoldiery, that choſen ſeat of 
literature and ſcience, the fair 
abode of art and elegance, and 
the hallowed ſanctuary of a virtu- 
ous and venerable prieſt hood. 
When he had tripped the ſacred 


| edifices of every thing that was 
valuable, and broke down and dei- 


troyed above one thouſand idols, 
he cloſed this ſcene of rapine and 
carnage, byiconſecrating the tem- 
ples of Brahma to the prophet of 
Mecca, whoſe ſpirit he invoked to 
ſanction his criminal ambition. 
But an inſurrection having at this 
time broke out in the northern 
part of Koraſan, Mahommed was 
compelled to relinquiſh his con- 
queſt; and to contend for the 
wealth he had acquired, with ene- 
mies of a more determined charac- 
ter. Uadejected, however, at this 
event, and conſident in his ſtrength, 
he withdrew his army from Be- 
nares, appointed Cuttubeddin, a 
favorite general, viceroy of the 
Indian provinges, and proceeded, 
by forced marches, to: Ghiani. 
His preſence! in that capital, with 
ſo numerous an army. ſoon reached 
the knowledge of the ie

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who were both aſtoniſhed and 
alarmed at his unexpected arrival. 
Apprized of their conſternation, 
he loſt not a moment in attackin 

them: and his promptitude woul 

have been crowned with ſucceſs, 
if the prince of Samarcand had 
not arrived with a powerful rein- 
forcement tothe relief of the Kora- 
ſanians, which changed. the for- 
2 — of the ms; and involved Ma- 
Ahommed in difficulties, from which 
it ſeemed hardly poſſible to eſcape. 
Still his active ſpirit was not to be 
diſmayed; he fought with the 
moſt deſperate fury; and, at laſt 


breaking the ranks of the enemy, 


by a dexterous movement, threw 
himſelf, with the ſhattered remains 
of his army, into a ſmall fort ad- 
joining the ſcene of action The 
rince of Samarcand immediatel 
inveſted the place; and Mahom- 


med ſeeing little chance of making 


a ſucceſsful defence, offered him a 


large ſum of money, on his bein 


permitted to return, unmoleſted, 


to his own dominions. To this 


propoſal, the needy Tartar glad! 
agreed, and Mahommed proceed 
to Ghiazni; but he did not long 


ſurvive this diſaſter, As the mil- 
fortunes of a man, eminent for 


TE and talents, awake the

compaſſion of generoſity and 9298 
tue, and in their eyes even thro 

a veil over his crimes, ſo they in- 


variably incite the enmity of cow- 
.ardice and vice; and the unſuc- 
ceſsful tyrant never ſits ſecure on 


his throne. - Thus the calamities 
which befel this renowned. prince, 


emboldened the revenge of ſome 


ſecret enemies, who had not the 


courage to aſſail him in is proſpe- 
rity, and he was foully aſſaſſinated, 
after having reigned fot . 
two years over the moſt potent 
empire of the eaſt +, | 

Ihe death of Mahommed was 


the ſignal for rebellion to raiſe its 


ene, and the preſumptive 
e 


vacant throne, wallow- 


ing 


heirs tot 
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ing in Juxury, and wanting the 
ſpirit to aſlert their rights, the 
Ghiznian empire was uſurped and 
divided by Eldoze and Cuttubed- 
din; the former took poſſe ſſion of 
Turkeſtan and Perſia; and the 
latter, who had already been ele- 
vated to the goverment of the 
Indian provinces, declared him- 
ſelf king of Hinduſtan. 
Cuttubeddin Ibec was the foun- 
der of the Patan or Afghan dynaſ- 
ty. He was a native of Afgha- 
niſtan, or the, country of the Af- 
ghans, and originally a ſlave. He 
was purchaſed by the late empe- 
ror, whoſe notice he ſoon attract- 
ed; by his brilliant talents, and 
whoſe favour he gained by his 
ingeniousdiſpoſition,and firm hde- 
lity. The ſkill and valour he diſ- 
layed at the taking of Benares, 
induced Mahommed to enfranchiſe 
him, and ſhortly after to adopt 
him as his ſon. | 
On the death of the emperor, 
Cuttubeddin changed his fear of 
government from Lahore to Del- 
1, that he might be the more 
1 to the provinces of 
Bahar and Wie and therefore, 
with greater facility, carry into 
execution his favourite project of 
reducing the whole of them under 
his ſubjection. But his premature 
death for a while ayerted their 
deſtiny. Though his general, 
Bukhtyar Khelji, conquered the 
greateſt part of Bengal, the entire 
reduction of that province was 
reſerved for Altemeſh“, who af- 
cended the throne of Delhi, A. D. 
1210, and who was cotemporary 
with the celebrated conqueror 
Zengis Khan. In A. D. 1251 
Altemeſh had nearly ſubdued all 
the kingdoms and principalities 
in northern Hinduffan; and his 
empire extended from the moun- 
tains of Tibet to. that part of the 
 Decean which lies in the latitude 
of 20? north, and from the Ganges 


to the Indus. He appears to have 
beena ſpirited and radicious Prince 
who had the diſcernment to dif. 
cover as well as the reſolution to 
reſtrain the folly of inordinate am. 
bition, and who was lenient from 

olicy, if not from principle, 
T olerant in his religious notions, 
his zeal yielded to his prudence, 
and his victories over the Hindi 
were not tarniſhed by any acts of 
cruelty, nor was his reign dif. 
graced” by that ſyſtematic perſe- 
cution of the Brahmanical religion, 
which had hitherto ſtained the 
Mahommedan name. He appoint. 
ed governors 'to the different pro. 


'vinces of his dominions, and eſta. 


bliſhed ſtrĩct and wholeſome regu. 
lations for the guidance of their 
conduct; though their avarice 
often prompted, and their power 
enabled them to violate theſe laws, 
The Hindiis, therefore, inſtead of 
deriving benefit from the remedial 
edicts of the emperor, were only 
treated by their inhuman maſters 
with the harſher rigour, in order 
the more effectually to ſtifle their 
complaints. The mild and effe- 
minate natives of Bengal ſubmit- 
ed in ſilent ſorrow to the yoke of 
their oppreſſors, and while they 
were unmoleſted in the exerciſe of 
their religious rites, and permitted 


to attend tothe cultivation of their 


lands and the purſuit of their in. 


genious labours, they endeavoured 


not to regain their independence. 
But the robuſt mountaineers of 
Agimere and Malwa, as well as 
intrepid peaſantry of Guzerat, till 
continued to oppoſe the authority 
of the Muſſelmans, and to ſeck, 
with reſtleſs anxiety, for oppor- 


tunities to aſſert their freedom. 


Hence theſe provinces were con- 
ſtantly agitated with fierce wars 
which the whole force of the ſu- 


preme government of Delhi was 


"often employed to ſuppreſs. And 


during the reign of Altemeſh, the 
iuſurrections

1 this period“, Zengis Khan 
had over-· run all Aſia to the north- 
ard of the latitude of 30?, from 
W: he eaſtern extremities of China, 
Jo the Arabian deſerts; but the 
Jificulties he experienced in re- 
Worefliag the turbulent ſpirit of his 
Tartar ſubjects, very probably 
aeterred him from attempting the 
Wconqueſt of Hinduſtan, which his 
Wheroic genius had doubtleſs con- 
emplated in his vaſt ſcheme of 
Wuniverſal dominion. He, how- 
We ver, ſubdued all the countries on 
the weſt bank of the Indus, and 
proportioned them out to his 
Mogul generals, as a reward for 
the eminent ſervices they had ren- 
dered him in the progreſs of his 
Wvi&orious career +. 
in the ſhort and feeble reigns 
between thedeath of Altemeſh and 
che elevation of the emperor Ba- 
lin, the Mogul chieftains made 
ſeveral predatory incurſions into 
the Panjab; and led on by the fero- 
cious Turmeſhirin Than, they even 
penetrated to the confines of Del - 
W hi, tracking their march with 
blood, and plundering the induſ- 
triouspeaſantryofthe fruits of their 
labour: but the warlike and pa- 
triotic Balin repelled their inroads 
and chaſtiſed their aggreſſions. 
Amidſt the uniform proipe& of 
wars, maſſacres, and devaſtations, 
which the hiſtory of the Mahom- 
medan princes of Hinduſtan (ex- 
cepting that of Altemeſh) exhi- 
bits to the view of indignant hu- 
manity, the reign of Balin pre- 
ſents a ſcene on which the moral 
eye may with complacence dwell. 
Nurſed in adverſity, and educated 
in the ſchool of military diſcipline 
this generous prince knew how to

feel and to avenge the wrongs of 
his ſubjects.  Juit, moderate, and 
magnanimous, he exerciſed the 
powers without incurring the guilt - 
of a deſpotic monarch, and main- 
tained the ſpleadour and luxury of 
Aſiatic courts, without yielding to 
their corruptions, It was his 
higheſt gratification to make his 
palace an hoſpitable aſylum for 
oppreſſed ar indigent virtue, as 
well as a ſplendid retreat for-men 
of learning and genius. Inſtead 
of ſquandering his treaſures in am- 
bitious wars, or voluptuous enjoy- 
ments, he employed them in en- 
couraging trade and manufactures, 
and in patronizing the fine arts. 
He invited men of talents from the 
moſt diſtant parts of Aſia, to reſide 
at his court, in order that he might 
proſit by their kaowledge and ad- 
vice. Although zealous for the 
propagation of the Mahommedan 
faith, he wiſhed to gain mankind 
to his doctrine by argument rather 
than by arms. Upon the whole 
Balin,fe: ms to have been endowed 
with many ſhining and eſtimable 
qualities; and his greateſt fault 
was one, to which his doubtful 
title to the throne, and the conſe- 
quent inſurrections againſt his go- 
vernment, very naturally gave riſe. 
He puniſhed the authors of theſe 
diſturbances 1n the moſt rigorous 
and cruel manner, af hog unbe- 
fitting his love of juſtice and the 
dignity of his ſtation; and it has 


been remarked, that he never par- 


doned a traitor 1. Yet was he 
reſpected, even by his enemies, 
he died univerſally re- 

gretted 8. | 
In the ſucceeding reigns of Kei- 
Kobad, and Feroſe the Second, 
little change took place iu, the po- 
litical aſpe& of Hinduſtan; but un- 
der the uſurper Alla, A ar 
b NEL. the

was extended over the northern 
provinces of the Deccan. 

Alla was a man of great abilities, 
but of dreadful wickedneſs. He was 


nephew to Feroſe the Second, and

had raiſed himſelf to the throne by 
the murder of his uncle. This par- 
ricide was attended with circum- 
ſtances of pecuhar atrocity; and 
the horror which it excited even in 
the minds of his profligate 'cour- 
tiers, was neither to be concealed 
by their own diſſimulation, nor ſup- 
prefled by the terror of his impla- 
He was, there- 
fore, obliged to watch the conduct 
of his nobles with the moſt unre- 
miting vigilance; and, in order to 
r againſt conſpiracies and re- 

ellion the more effectually, he le- 
vied an immenſe army, whoſe at- 
tachment he ſecured by gratairous 
advances 4 ; he confiſcated the 
property of-every man of rank or 
wealth throughout the empire; he 


publiſhed an edi& forbidding all 


private meetings among the gran- 
dees, and prohibiting the uſe of 
wine and all intoxicating liquors 
on pain of death * ; he ſtrictly for- 
bade the nobies to marry without 
fpecial licence from bim; he 
diſmiſſed men of rank and ta- 
Tents from all public offices, and 
filled them with ſycophants who 
bowed implicit obedience to his 
will; he exacted from his Muſſul- 
man, as well as Hindũ ſubjects, half 
the yearly produce of their lands; 
and, finally, he ſet aſide eyery part 


of the Mahommedan law that did 


not exactly tally with his own 


ſcheme of government: and he 
uſed to declare, „ that religion 
had no connexion with civil go- 


vernment, but was only the buſt- 


neſs, or rather the amuſement, of 


private life; and that the will of a 
wiſe prince was better than the ya- 
riable opinions of bodies of men.

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Theſe regulations, though framed 
from motives of mere perſonal ag. 
grandizement; and — many 
of them contained mach intring; 
iniquity, were, nevertheleſs, bene. 
fcial in their operation to the bulk 
of the people. The Hindiis why 
had been uniformly plundered ang 
oppreſſed, by the governors of the 
provinces, and their ſubordinate 
officers, were now not only alloy. 
ed, but encouraged to . their 
occupations ; and were, moreover, 
ſecured in the undiſturbed poſſeſ.

he impoſed : but in ſome parts of 
the Deccan which he had himſelf 
ſubdued, he pillaged with a rude 
rapacity, every temple that came 
within his reach, and gratified his 
avarice with that wealth which 
a pious people had depoſited with: 
in thoſe ſacred edifices to propiti- 
ate the favour of heaven. 
While Alla was puſhing his con- 
queſts into the Deccan, he was 
tuddenly called upon to defend 
his own capital, againſt the o- 
guls, who had laid ſiege to it with 
a powerful army. He arrived at 
Delhi juſt in time to ſave it fron 
deſtruction: and after one of the 
moſt terrible and obſtinate battles, 


that is recorded in Indian hiitory, 
ti

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me Moguls were entirely diſcom- 


fitted / and with great difficulty ef- 
feed their eſeape acroſs the Indus. 

The pride and ſpirit of Alla were 
raiſed to the higheſt pitch, by this 
ſignal and deciſive victory; and as 
is uſual with men whom the intoxi- 
cation attendant on extraordinary 
ſucceſs, has carried beyond the 
ſphere of their talents, he began to 
form ſchemes of the moſt bound- 
teſs and excentric ambition. He 
wiſhed at once to be a prophet and 
a hero ; to lay the foundation of a 
new religion, and to attain the 
conqueſt of the world to unite in 
his own perſon the characters of 
Mahommed and of Alexander; 
and to ſurpaſs them both in power 
and in fame. But Alla poſſeſſed 
not the intrepidity and addreſs of 


the Arab, nor the generous hero- 


iſm, and gallant courteſy of the 
Greek. He was doubtleſs a man 
of a comprehenfive mind -and a 
bold ſpirit, but he appears to have 
been greatly [deficient in thoſe 
qualities which were eſſential to 
the execution of the plan he had 
conceived. The diſaffection of his 
nobles, together with his inability 
to conciliate them, preſented an 
inſurmountable obſtacle to any at- 
tempt at diſtant conqueſt ; and the 
furious bigotry of his Mahomme- 
dan ſubjects, as well as the mild 
but invinſible © firmneſs of the 
Hindũs in ſupport of their own 
doctrines, rendered it both dan- 
gerous and uſeleſs to ſet up a new 
ſyſtem of religion, or even to try 
any experiment in a matter ſo 
deeply intereſting to the prejudices 
of the community. He, therefore, 
abandoned all his gigantic pro- 
jects, and contented himſelf with 
the proſpect of conquering the 
ſouthern nations of Hinduſtan. 
The continued irruptions of the 
Moguls, however, rendered his 
preſence neceflary.in the northern 


ovinces, and prevented him from 
ing his army in perſon to the 
conqueſt of the Decean, the ho- 
nour of which he aſſigned to Ca- 
foor, an able and enterpriaing ge- 
neral, who, in a few years, ſubdued 
all the kingdoms 5rth of the ri- 
ver Kiſtnah, except ſome ſmall 
ſtates, which compriſed the moun- 
tainous tracts of Oriſſa and Berar. 
Cafoor having dethroned the 
Hinda monarchs, and ſtripped 
them of their treaſures, divided 


the conquered country into differ- 


ent diſtricts, appointed diſtin- 
guiſhed nobles to the command of 
each, and returned to Delhi, t 

preſent to his maſter the ſpoils of 
the Deecan “. | 
During the remainder of Alla's 
— little of moment occurred, 
and he cloſed a proſperous, though 
tempeſtuous life, after having ad- 
del to the Muſſulman empire 
above one half of the great ſouth · 
ern peninſula, and eſtabliſhed 
throughout his vaſt dominions, a 
ſyſtematic order and-regularity in 


the adminiſtration of public affairs, 


which had not been known in 
Hinduſtan ſince the ſubverſion of 
the ancient governments. | 
This ſyſtem of government,how- 
ever,appears to have expired with 
its founder; and the — 
and folly of the immediate ſucceſ- 
ſors of Alla, in a few years threw 
the empire into the utmoſt confu- 
ſion. The Hindv princes, ever 
watchful for an opportunity to re- 
volt from their imperious conquer- 
ors, took advantage of the dire- 
liction of diſciplineand order that 
prevailed, and every where ap- 
red in arms. In the Deccan, a 
powerful confederacy was formed 
under-the direction of Balaldeo, 
king of the Carnatic, who march- 
ed againſt the Muſſulmans in great 
force, and after an obſtinate con- 
teſt, wreſted the whole of the pen- 
| inſula

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inſula from them, excepting the 
fortreſs of Dowlatabad, and ſome 
part of the province of Candeiſh. 
But ĩt was not in the Hindũs alone 
whom the Muſſulmans, at this diſ- 
aterous period of their hiſtory, 
found cauſe to dread They were 
aſſailed from the north by the 
Mogul princes, the deſcendaats of 
Zengis Khan, who were every year 
becoming more formidable; and 
whoſe luſt of conqueſt was now 
tempted as much by the weakneſs, 
as by the wealth of their enemy. 
Towards the cloſe of the fourteenth 
century, they made frequent in- 
roads into Hinduſtan, and reduced 
under their lominion, ſome part 
of the province of Lahore. he 
Muſſulman empire, thus attacked 
on the one fide by the numerous 
armies of the Hindiis, and on the 
other by the furious bands of the 
Moguls, while a civil war raged in 
the interior, ſunk under the preſ- 
ſure of its calamicy, whick the mi- 
notity of the reigning Emperor 
Mahmood the Third, greatly con- 
tributed to augment. This young 
prince had the misfortune to aſcend 
the throne of his father Mahom- 
med the Fourth, when it was ſur- 
rounded with anarchy and treaſon. 
The nobles who were entruſtzd 
with the direction of public affairs, 
as deſtitute of wiſdom and vigour, 
as of all public ſpirit and inte gri- 
ty, ſeemed more defirous to foment 
than to ſuppreſs the tumult that 
Prevailed ; and inſtead of making 
exertions to ſave, they ſecretly en- 
deavoured to ruin their country. 
Another princ was ſhortly-ſet up 
in oppoſition to Mahmood, and a 
ſcene of carnage enſued in the city 


of Delhi, which has no parallel in 


the annals of Aſta. For three whole 
years a deſpęrate con ict was main» 
tained within the walls of that

But this ſcene was only a prelude 
to the calamitous drama which 
he was about to act. He thencefor- 
ward advanced through the pro- 
vince of Moultan, bearing down 
with an irreſiſtable impetuoſity, 
every barrier that oppoſed his pro- 
greſs, carrying havock and diſmay 
in his van, and leaving nothing be- 
hind him but deſolation and miſery. 

In the mean while the contend- 
ing factions at Delhi, had united 
for their mutual defence; but their 
feeble efforts were iil ſuited to re- 
pulſe the experienced valour of the 
Tartars. Vet Mahmood and his 
miniſter Eckbal, appear not to 
have been intimidated by the for- 
midable aſpect of their enemy; for 
when Timur approached the city, 
they ſallied out and attacked him, 
and although they were driven 
back with conſiderable loſs, they 
ſuſtained the conteſt for many hours 
with much ſpirit and bravery. 

During this affair, ſome priſon- 
ers. in the Timur's camp, had na- 
turally but indiſcreetly manifeſted 
great joy at the zeal and intrepi- 
dity diſplayed by their country- 
men. This behaviour ſo greatly 
incenſed their barbarous and ſan- 
gumary conqueror, that he in-

The day following, while the 
ſwords of the Tartars were yet 
reeking with the blood of the mi- 


ſerable victims of their ſavage fe- 


rocity, Timur prepared for a ge- 
neral aſſault, which being obſerv- 


ed by the viligant Eckbal, he 
ſallied forth, with the beſt part of 


the army of Delhi, to give him 
battle. But the luxurious Delhi- 
ans, though enured to civil broits, 
were little acquainted with the 
art of war, and therefore ill able 
to ſuſtain the well planned and fu- 
rious attack of their enemy. Eck- 
bal animated and encouraged his 
troops with a bravery that reflects 
honour on his memory; but the 
intrepid Tartars were not even to 


be checked; the Indians was rout- 


ed on every ſide, and purſued with 
immenſe ſlaughter to the gates of 


their city: and Mahmood and 


Eckbal ſeeing no poſſibility of de- 
fending their capital, eſcaped 
under cover of the night, and flegt 
to Guzerat, whither they were 
purſued by a ſtrong detachment, 
which Timur, who had gained in- 
telligence of their flight, had ſent 
after them.

Ks 
In A. D. 1413, the Emperor 
Mahmood died a natural death, 
and with him expired the Patan 
dynaſty, after having ruled over 
Hinduſtan for upwards of two cen- 
turies. The family that immedi- 
ately ſucceeded to the throne of 
Delhi, {tiled themſelves Siat, or 
deſcendants of the holy line of 
Mahommed; and. 
their founder Chizer, with a view: 
to ſecure himſelf from the hoſtility 
of the Mogul princes, aſſumed not 
the imperial titles, but affected to 
hold his authority from Timur, in 
whoſe name he ordered the coin of 
the empire to be ſtruck, But an 
artifice ſo ſhallow, could not long 
deceive the watchful ſagacity of 
thoſe warriors, who ſoon recom- 
menced their inroads into Hindu- 
ſtan, and who kept the weſtern 
provinces for nearly thirty. years, 
in a ſtate of continual agitation: 


The feeble and inauſpicious dy- 


neſty of the Seids, terminated 
in A. D, 1450, by the abdication 
of Alla, the laſt of thoſe princes, 


and the ſubſequent elevation of 


Belloli, an Afghan of the tribe of 
Lodi *, a commercial people, who 


carried on the inland trade be-

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tween Perſia and Hindu ſtan. Bel - 
loli was a humane and generous 
prince; but being deſtitute af the 
talents and vigour requiſite for 
the management of public affairs 
in times of {o much difficulty, he 
left the empire in the moſt diſ- 
trafted ſituation at the end of his 
long reign of thirty-eight years. 
In 1488, it was completely dil- 
membered. The authority of the 
Emperor did not extend 9k | 
the province of Delhi, and the cir- 
cumjacent diſtrifls, The whole 
of Bengal and Bahar was under the 
dominion of a Mufſulman uſurper, 
who had taken the title of King; 
and the provinces of the Deccan, 
north of the river Kiſtnah, had long 
before thrown off their allegiance, 
and were now formed into five 
Muſſulman ſtates, equally inde- 
ndent of each other, and of the 
Imperial government. 
et, ikea the monarchs of 
Delhi had thus loſt their influence 
and power, their diadem was ſtill 
preſerved; and Secunder the fon 
of Belloli, an enterprizing prince, 
regained ſome part of its Ggnity, 
and would probably have reſtored 
to it much of its former luſtre, had 
not a premature death put an end 
to his projects. He died at Agra, 
in. 1 go., to which city he had tranſ- 
ferred the ſeat of government. 

His ſon Ibrahim, who had ſuc- 
ceeded to the throne, loſt all that 
he had gained: for having render- 
ed himſelf no leſs ridiculous by his 
vanity,than deteſtable for his wick- 
edneſs, his nobles became turbu- 
lent and factious; and their reſent- 
ment at laſt provoked by repeated 
cruelties, broke out into open re- 
bellion, which, however, the tyrant 
would bave muſtered ſtrength 
enough to quell, if they had not 
ſolicited the aid of Sultaun Bader, 
the Mogul prince whole terxitories 
were ſituated between Samarcand 
and the Indus, who marched againſt 
him with a {mall but veteran army, 
and Who totally routed him on the 


plain of Far.niput, Where he, in

ſome degree, expiated by a. bravg 


reſiſtance and a glorious death, the 


errors, at leaſt, if not the vices of 


which he had been guilty. 
Sultaun Baber, in conſequence 
of his vittory, proceeded firſt to 
Delhi, and afterwards to Agra, took 
poſſeſſion of both theſe cities with. 
out much oppoſition, ordered him. 
felf to be proclaimed Emperor of 
Hinduſtan (A. D. 18570. arid thus 
laid the foundation of the cele. 
brated Mogul dynaſty,whoſe name 
has been ſo often employed in Eu- 
rope to dignify and embelliſh a tale. 
The Sultaun was lineally def. 
cended from the great Timur, and 
he therefore conceived, that he [way- 
ed the ſceptre of Hinduſtan, not 
more by the right of conqueſt than 
bythat of inheritance. To mount the 
throne of Delhi had long been the 
firſt wiſh of his heart; and he had 
previouſly eroſſed the Indus four 
times with the reſolution to accom. 
pliſh it; but was, on each occaſion, 
obliged to return, in order to pro- 
tect his own country againſt the for- 
midable irruptions of the Uſbecks, 
This prince only lived five years 
to enjoy the fruits of his conqueſt; 
but during that ſhort period, he 
both reduced by his arms, and con- 
ciliated by his clemency, many of 
the re fractory nobles; and re- 
annexed to the imperial domain the 
provinces of Oude and Allahabad, 
He was alike diſtinguiſhed for his

nations of , Aſia, He excelled, 
lays Feriſhta, in poetry and mu 
{ic': and he wrote his on comme! 
taries in the Mogul language, with 
ſuch elegance and propsicty, that 
they are univerſally admired.“ 11 
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His eldeſt fon Humaioon, who 
had been the companion of his vic- 
tories, and the partaker of his faine, 
aſcended the throne in A. D 1590: 
and poſſeſſing all the virtuous qua- 
lities, and much of the military ta- 
lents of his father, it was his ambi- 
tion to follow his illuſtrious exam- 
ple. But Humaioon, in the pro- 
greſs of his career, encountered 
greater adverſity, and ſuſtained ſe- 
verer trials. After having ſubju- 
gated the valuable prov inces of Gu- 
zerat and Malwa on the weft, and 
thoſe of Bengal and Bahar on the 
eaſt, the viceroys of which had 
been long independent of the ſu- 

reme government, he was attacked 
by a 1 of treaſon which it be 
longed not to his generous nature 
to foreſee. His younger brothers, 
jealous of his power and emulous 
of his grandeur, formed a league 
againſt. him, which he found he 
could neither diſſolve by kindneſs 
nor ſubdue by force. His generous 
offer to divide one half of che em- 
pire between them, did not ſatisfy 
their ambitions views; his moſt 
vigorous efforts to reduce them, 
proved ineffectual: and being de- 
ferted at the ſame time by the beſt 
part of his army, he deemed it ad- 
viſeable to abandon Hinduſtan to 
its fate, and to ſecure his perſonal 
ſafety in a foreign land, until a 
mote favourable juncture ſhould 
occur of re-eſtabliſhing his power. 
He therefore retired to Perſia with 
a few faithful generals, who ſtil] 
followed his fortunes, where he 
was received with the utmoſt cor- 
diality by Tamaſp Shah, then king 
of that country, and treated with 
all the dignity and reſpect due to 
his rank and eminent talents, 

His brothers, however. did not 
longretaintheir unprincipled uſur- 
pation, Quarrelling with each 
other, they expoled themſelves to 
the hoſtility of Shere, an Afghan 
chief, who ſoon deprived them of 


all that their turpitude and derten | 


had acquired, and who, mounte 


the imperial throne in A. D. 1542, 
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Though this uſurper-poſſeſſed a 


ſpirit of enterprize, guided by a 
conſiderable ſhare of judgment, yet 
his ſhort-reipgn of three years did 
not allow him {ufficient time to 
conſolidate the zcquifition he had 
made: and the 1mbecility and 1g- 
norance of his fon Selun, as well as 
of four other princes of his family, 
who ſucceeded him, opened the 
road for the return of Humaioon, 
whoſe patient and gallant Wine 
years of exile had not broken.

I hrtle thought the ſubject of 
any of the letters J intended myſelf 
the pleafure of writing you from 
time to time, would ever contain 
the melancholy information I now 
communicate to you: My friend, 
Dr. Bernard WhMahon (who was 
ſurgeon of the firſt regiment of 
European infantry, ſtationed at 
Ceylon), had — — taken 
his paſſuge for this place, in the 
Crocodile, which touched at, and 
failed from, Trincomallée, on the 


' 29thy ult. but on the firſt inſtant, 


encountering a ſevere gale in the 
mouth of the gulph of Manar, 
foundered with {1x or eight people, 
juſt at the moment he had got into 
the long-boat, with the Captain 
and thirty- four of the ſhip's crew 
and paſſengers, in all thirty-fix. 
For afe days, my ill-fated friend, 
and his companions in miſery, were 
expoſed to all the horrors of want, 
without a drop of water, or nouriſh- 
mont af any kind, when they gain- 
ed the land to the northward, on 
the evening of the 4th of June, at 
a place called Mutapilley: my un- 
fortunate friend ſhortly after getting 
on ſhore, expired in a manner too

could doubt, that nothing ſhort of 
the deſtruction of our trade, and 
of that free and happy conſtitution 
Fhich has made Great Britain the 
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27 
firſt empire upon earth, could ſa- 
tisfy their rancorous envy, and 
confirmed hatred, "There, by the 
candour, coolneſs, and ability of 
the Britiſh miniſter, the maſk had 
been completely removed from 
the real tyrants and pretended phi- 
loſophers of France, who, covered 
with ruins, and drenched in the 
blood of their own unhappy coun- 
try, and at the very time of their 
pouring out their perfidious pro- 
feſſions of peace and moderation 
towards all the world, were medi- 
tating ſchemes of the moſt un- 
bounded ambition, and forging 
chains for all the nations that ſur- 
rounded them. This, he ſaid, had 
become ſo plain and clear at Liſle, 
that the enemy no longer at- 
tempted: to diflemble or deceive, 
but now hoped, by menace and 
alarm, to terrify thoſe whom they 
could not over-reach ; they had 
determined, if we were to believe 
their declarations, to invade Great 
Britain from many different parts 
of their extended coaſt; and are 
even ſaid to have marched armies, 
aſſembled generals, conſtructed 
moſt extraordinary and unheard- 
of rafts, to make good their paſ- 
ſage; and to have carried their 
intolence ſo far, as to propoſe 
loans on the credit of anticipated 
ſpoil and plunder in England, 
which they allowed to be the 
richeſt country upon earth. That 
all theſe threats were but the gaſ- 
conades ot that vain and vapour- 
ing people, many men believed. 
And if we could ſtill apply to 
France the rules and reaſoning 
which applied to her in former 
times, that opinion would be but 
reaſonable; but we muſt recolle& 
the changes which have happened 
there, and that her rulers now are 
probably not leſs anxious to ſas 
crifice thoſe armies, whoſe return 
they fear, than they are anxious 

; N to 


England, and take their chance 
of thoſe events which might be 
33 by their effecting a de- 
cent in either of the Britiſh iſlands 
in the preſent times. They bave 
long fince, we know, ſold thoſe 
diſtricts when they appropriated 
at the commencement of the war 
to reward their armies after peace, 
That breach of faith, they knew, 


muſt ſubject them to a ſevere ac- 


count, and muſt render the return 
of thoſe armies not a little formi- 
dable. The ultimate deſtruction 
of thoſe troops they might per- 
ſuade to embark on their deſpe- 
rate expedition, would therefore 
be to them a relief, and not a 
loſs; and the actual miſchief they 
might do to England, would be in 
fact a gain. pF 

Preparations to attack them 
muſt, they know, be made ; and 
they vainly hoped that her nume- 
rous taxes, and heavy debt, will 
incapacitate Great Britain from 
the expence of much greater ef- 
forts. By their mere threats, there- 
fore they conceived they could 
wage ſucceſsful war on our 
finances. They hoped to alarm 
and divide the people, to injure 
our public credit, and oblige us 
to ſubmit to the deſtructive terms 
they had at Liſle the inſolence to 
demand Happily, however, in- 
ſtead of dividing, they had united 
the people; and inftead of lower- 
ing, they had raiſed the public 
credit; and they had at length

That there were ſome 
in England, who, from total ig- 
norance of India, and from preju- 
dice (the child of ignorance), ſtill 
imagined we loſt our love for the 
rights and liberties of England, by 
our ſituation and habits in the 

eaſtern climates, he would not 
deny : And if ſuch opinions really 
were entertained, he, for one, 
could not but rejoice in the oppor- 
tunity we now had of convincing 
the world of their injuſtice, and 
proving that there were men onthe 
banks of the Ganges, as loyal to 
their king, and as ey de- 
voted to the conſtitution, and to 
the true principles of Britiſh li- 
berty, as any who were the avow- 
ed champions of that conſtitution,

2uld 1 re without an enemy who could 
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venture to attack us; and he 
would aſſert that there was not a 
ſingle native power who would 
now even with to attack us, unleſs 
indeed our old enemy Tippoo 
might have ſuch a wiſh. But that 
Prince had received ſuch a leſſon 
in the laſt Myſore war, as muſt 
deter him from any ſuch enter- 
priſe again, even if he could have 
the aid of France in doing ſo. 
_T aid from Europe it was im- 
pothble he could have, conſidering 
the total want of ſhips in France, 
on which troops could be tranſ- 
mitted; and we know beſides, 
that the Engliſh fleets maintained 
the entire dominion of the ſeas, 
and that our enemies were ever 
day lamenting their inability to 
ſend one fail in ſafety from any of 
their ports, as they were all block- 
ed up by the Britiſh navy.— The 
French iſlands in India had thrown 
off all connection with France, 
and, inſtead of taking any part 
againſt us, muſt now look to us as 
friends, to protect them from an 
attempts which might be made on 
them by France—that we had be- 
tides, in theſe provinces, an in- 
creaſed and increaſing revenue, 
which far exceeded all our eſtab. 
liſnments civil and military, and 
which, after paying them the in- 
tereſt of our debt, and every charge 
required from the other preſiden- 
cies, left us ſtill a large ſurplus, 
which was now diſpoſed of in pur- 
chaſing goods to ſend to Europe 
as the Company's inveſtment.— 
The Company, indeed, were bor- 
rowing money at high intereſt ; 
but they were doing ſo merely to 
increaſe that inveſtment, which, 
by the ability of the Board of 
Trade here, yielded ſuch a profit at 
home as to render ſuch loans 
highly adviſeable ; any ſums we 
might ſubſcribe, therefore, if they 
were to be appropriated to the 
| ſervices 


ſervices of this government, would 
only be an addition to the great 
ſurplus of the revenues which now 
remain, after paying for all eſta- 
dlichments, intereſt of debt, and 
public exigencies here; and would, 
of courle, be in reality laid out by 
this government in adding to the 
mveſtment, and conſequently we 
did no more, by detring the 
amount of our ſubſcription to be 
remitted to Europe, than would in 
reality be done if we were to a 
2 it to the public ſervice 
ere. By paying our money into 
the treaſury here, to be remitted, 
we, in fact, did public good here, 
and rendered our aſſiſtance to Eng- 
land two- fold of what it would be, 
by giving bills on England inſtead 
\ of money. This, he ſaid, was 
clear to any man acquainted with 
our trade to England, as this go- 
vernment, in order to effect the re- 
mittance of our contributions, 
muſt order their accounts to be 
laid out in goods, and would 
thereby employ ſo many additional 
hands; and in England the duties 
'and cuſtoms on thoſe goods, as 
well as the net produce of them, 
ſuppoſing that produce to be only 
equal to their coſt, would go to 


the public ſervices ; thus, for in- 


ſtance, if ten thouſand rupees ſub- 
ſcribed here, were to be laid out 
in the purchaſe of piece goods in 
order to effect the remittance, the 
ſtate would receive that ſum in bills 
on, the Company, and would in 
the duties. and cuſtoms of the 
goods received, he believed, as 
much more. Some gentlemen, 
however, he ſaid, had ſent all 
their fortunes to England, and, 
eonſequent]y, might be obliged to 
Pay their contributions by bills on 

ondon; and thoſe bills, it was 
clear, could not be appropriated to 
the ſervice of this government. 


But the beſt reaſon for not appro» 
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ready produced contributions her, 


priating our ſubſcription to thi 
government, was the one he hat 
already. mentioned, namely, thy 
bappil this government wante 
no ſuch aid.

Men in great offices, it was true, 
had given, in ſome inſtances, the 
whole, in others the half, third, 
fourth, or fifth part of their offici 
incomes, to the ſame purpoſe ; by 
doing ſo, they at leaſt proved that 
they had no perſona] intereſt in 
continuing the war, but on the 
contrary that they were deeply its 
tereſted in putting an end to it, i 
they could. But we had. ſeen, 
that a ſingle nobleman, out of ot 
fice, and adverſe to the pretent mi- 
niſter, had nobly devoted 10, 000. 
per annum to the public ſervice, 
out of his private fortune. 

We had ſeen too, that the cons 
tributions had not been local, but 
that the Livery of London, wid 
had petitioned againſt the war «nd 
againſt the miniſtry ; that all the 
manufacturing towns, which welt 
moſt. deeply intereſted in the e. 
ſtoration of peace, and had bea

that purpoſe, and the troops under 
arms. As ſoon as the commitlion 
had been read, a faluteof 19 guns 
was fired, and three vollies of 
muſquetry, by the troops in gar- 
riſon. | 

L.ofs of the American Ship Ceres. 

We learn from Batavia, that the 
American ſhip Ceres, laſt from 
London and the Iſle of France, 
was wrecked in January laſt, upoa 
the iſland of Anguna. 

The circumſtances of this loſs, 


though ſomewhat oblcure, and not 


without matter of ſuſpicion, are, 
however, detailed upon the au- 
thority of a part of the crew, was 
arrived at Batavia in the jolly- boat 
of the thip, with about 4 or 5000 
dollars, part of the treaſure with 
which the veſſel had been freight- 
ed. By the accounts of theſe 
people, , as ſoon as the Ceres had 
itruck, the Captain and ſhip's 
company ſought the ſhore in the 
boats, carrying the treaſure with 
them; upon their landing, the 
natives came down upon 92 


44 * 
and the Captain, in order to con- 
ciliate their good will, advanced 
towards them with the ſupercargo. 
and one or two paſſengers, making 
figns of ſubmiſſion; the attempt 
was vain, for the ſavages imme- 
diately put them to death. The 
reſt, witneſſing this barbarity, be- 
took themſelves to flight, and 
found refuge in the woods. The 
party who turvived to tell this tale, 
are {aid to have viſited the ſhore 
at duſk, to have found the jolly- 
boat lying there with the treaſure, 
but ſtove, to have repaired the 
damage by the application of their 
Jackets to the leak, and to have 
proſecuted their way to Batavia, 
This account had been thought 
to carry with it ſuch an air of im- 
probability, that the party had un- 
dergone ſeveralexaminations, with- 
out, however, any variance being 
diſcovered, that could warrant the 
farther interference of the magiſ- 
trates. a |

lude), will avail againſt that union

to their clients, and credit to them- 
ſelves, —whoſe practice had been 
large and liberal fait and honour- 
able,—whoſe zeal, though kept in 
proper bounds, could not and can- 
not be excelled in any court of ju- 
dicature in the Britiſh dominions. 
Men poſſetſing ſuch talents, and 
adopting ſuch a line of practice, 
muſt have the moſt ample gratifica- 
tion in their own mind ;—but, he 
truſted, it would not be unaccept- 
able to them to underſtand, that a 
conduct ſo honourable in itſelf had 
not paſſed unnoticed, arid that a 
Juſt tribute was paid to it by thoſe 
wholeduty it had been to obſerve it.

« T have the pleaſure to ſend you 
the hiſtory of a caſe, which Was 
attended with the moſt alarmin 

ſymptoms, as a confirmation of the 
beneficial effects to be expected 
from the uſe of Eau de Luce, or 
ſpirits of hartſhorn,' in the bites 
of eren the moſt dangerous ſnakes. 
On the 11th of this month, at half 
paſt three O clock, p. n. one of the 
dooley bearers of the 2d regiment 
of cavalry, in the act of cutting a 
branch of a tree, about 100 yards 
from my houſe, was bit by a fnake, 
on the outſide of the left leg, a lit- 
tle below the knee. He felt im- 
mediately the pain ſtretching up 
his thigh ; and in the courſe of ten 
or wal minutes, he was ſeized 
with violent ſpaſms all over his 
body, and fell down apparently 
without ſenſe or motion. He was 
then brought to me, when 1 
found all his joints quite ſtiff, his 
limbs rigidly extended, pulſe hardly 
to be fl, and jaws faſt locked. 
Having no eau de luce at hand, I 
put a tea-{poonful of hartſhorn 
into a tumbler, with a ſmall quan- 
tity of water; and having with 
Uutficulty opened his mouth by 
means of a turn-ſcrew, I poured 
it in; but the power of diglutition 
being perfectly gone, only a very 
ſm part found its way to the ſto- 
mach. In ten minutes more 1 
repeated the draught, and again a 
roy ſmall quantity got to the ſto- 
mach; ten minutes after I gave 
bim another doſe, when, by hold- 
ig his head back, the greateſt

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part went 'down'/; and in a few mi- 
nutes he was ſenfibly relieved, a8 
his joints became more phable. 1 
now received ſome eau de luce, 
and in about ten minutes gave

into his ſtomach. He now 
to recover his recolleion, and 
upon being aſked, pointed that he 
felt a pain in his breaſt, and the 
crown of his head. Half an hour 
after giving the laſt doſe, I repeat- 
edit; and in about five minutes 
he was ſeized with vomiting, 
when he brought up a ſmall quan- 
tity of green ſlimy matter, which 
ſeemed to relieve him greatly, for 
he was then able to look about 
him. I repeated the medicine 
every half hour, and after eve 
doſe he got a little better; ſo that 
at nine o clock he was able, with 
a little ſupport, to walk home 
from my houſe, ſcarcely feeling 
any effect but weakneſs from the 
bite, and I ſaw him next morning, 
perfectly well. During the inter- 
nal exhibition of the medicine, the 
wound was rubbed with it; and 
ſeemingly with ſome good effect. 
The ſnake was not killed, ſo that 
cannot ſay what ſpecies it was of; 
but from the violent effects produ- 
ced by its bite, I have no doubt of 
its being a dangerous one. *

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PAR; 105,44 You will have 
obſerved, by our diſpatches from 
time to time, that we have in- 
variably manifeſted, as the occa- 
fion required, our diſpoſition for , 
the encouragement of Indian lite- 


rature. We underſtand it has been 


of late years a frequent practice 
among our ſervants, eſpecially in 
Benga „to make collections of 
Oriental manuſcripts, many . of 
which have afterwards been 
brought into this country, Theſe 
remaining in -private hands, and 
being likely in a courſe of time to 
paſs into others, in which probably 
no uſe can be made of them,” they 
are in danger of being neglected, 
and at length in a great meaſure 
loft to Europe as well as to India. 


We think this iſſue a matter of 


eater regret, becauſe we appre- 

end that, fince the decline of the 
Mogul empire, the encouragement 
formerly given in it ta Perſian li- 
terature has ceaſed ; that hardly 
any new works of 8 appear, 
and that the copies of books of 
eſtabliſhed character are now made; 
ſo that there being, by the accidents 
of time, and the exportation of 
many of the beſt manuſcripts, a 
progreſſive diminution of the origi- 
nal ſtock, Hinduſtan may at length 
be much thinned of us literary 
ſtores, without greatly enriching 
Europe. To prevent in part this 


injury to letters, we have thought 


that the inſtitution of a Public Re- 
poſitory in this country for Orien- 
tal writings, would be uſeful, and 
that a thing profeſſedly of thiskind 
is till a bibliothecal deſideratum 
here.

Aꝛ account of the late horrid Maſſacre 
at Benares. 


{The following relation of this atrocious 
proceeding is taken from the Asiatic 
Mirror, and is the moſt cixcumſtantial 
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Cure. 


On Sunday the 20th inſtant, a 
ſenſation of horror and aſtoniſh- 
ment was diffuſed throughout 
Calcutta, by the receipt of ad- 
vices from — announcing the 
occurrence of a molt extraordinary 
and unprecedented tranſaction, on 
the 14th curt, The particulars of 
the melancholy affair to which we 
allude, are as under-ment!oned : 

'The lately depoſed nabob of 
Oude, Vizier Ally, had refided at 
Benares fince the period that he was 
depoſed, on a munificent allowance, 
from government. It was lately 
deemed expedient to change the 
place of his highneſs's reiidence 
from Benares to Calcutta; a mea- 
ſure which, from motives not dif. 
ficult to be developed, he ſtrongly 
deprecated, and earneſtly endea- 
voured to prevent. The orders of 
government reſpecting his high- 
neſs, were generally tranſmitted 
through Mr. Cherry, with whom 
the prince was on an intimate 
footing, and for whom it was con- 
ceived he entertained a frienc y par- 
tiality. The intentions of govtrn- 
ment relative to the removal of his 
highneſs from Benares to Calcutta, 
had been communicated through 
Mr. Cherry ſome weeks ago, aud 
the time had nearly approached at 
which the prince was to ſet out 
for Calcutta. ; 

On the morning of the 14th - 
curt. his highneſs, accompanied by 
his ſuite and uſual attendants, paid 
a viſit, by appointment, to Mr. 
Cherry, at Secrole, diſtant about 
three miles from Benares. His 
highneſs, immediately after the

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Cherry gently remonſtrated, and 
endeavoured to reply to the ex- 
prefſions of perſonal reſentment 
that had eſcaped his tighneſs, by 
repreſenting the predicament in 
2 he ſtood, as being merely 
the medium of conveyance for the 
orders of government. But theſe 
repreſentations were entirely with- 
out effect; the prince, ſtarting 
from his ſeat, gave Mr. Cherry a 
blow with his ſword, which feem- 
ed the ſignal of attack to his at- 
tendants, for in an inſtant their 
ſwords were unſheathed. Mr. 
Cherry, perceiving what was in- 
*tended, endeavoured to eſcape 
through a window; but in this at- 
| tempt he was intercepted. Wal- 
laſs Ally plunged his poignard 
into his boſom : the inſtrument 
entered the ſhoulder, and pene- 
trated nearly to the bottom of the 
breaſt; under this wound, which 
probably proved mortal on the in- 
ſtant, Mr. Cherry fell motionleſs 
on the floor. 

By this time the other attend- 
ants of Vizier Ally had diſpatched 
Capt. Conway and Mr. Evans, a 
native of Bengal, who, with Mr. 
Cherry, were the only gentlemen 
that had been preſent, Quitting 
this ſcene of blood, the party, 
headed by Vizier Ally, mounted 
their horſes, and proceeded to- 
wards the houſe of Mr. Davis. 
On the way thither, they met Mr. 
Graham and Mr. Hill, both of 
whom were murdered without re- 
fiſtance. On reaching the gate of 
Mr. Davis's houſe, the ſepoy cen- 
tinel attempting ſome refiſtance, 
was immediately ſhot; this com- 

municated the alarm to Mr. Davis, 
who, armed with a hogſpear, hur- 
ried with his wife and children to 
the top of the houſe : the aſſailants 
followed them quickly ; but the 
ſtair-caſe leading to the top of the 
houle being very narrow, preſent- 


ed a favourable poſition for de. 
fence, of which Mr. Davis, with 
much preſence of mind, fortunate. 
ly availed himfelf. Some of the 
party ruſhed on impetuouſly; bu 
as the ſtair-caſe denied acceſs tg 
more than one at a time, My, 
Davis received them coolly and 
with great effect. Two or three 
were killed on the ſpot, and ſome 
others were deſperately wounded, 
Upwards of an hour and twenty 
minutes were exhauſted in endes. 
vouring to force the ſtair-caſe, and 
happily without ſucceſs. On the 
alarm of a troop of cavalry ap. 
proaching, the party precipitately 
fled. 

Mr. Davis maintained this un, 
equal conteſt with the moſt deter- 
mined ſpirit and perſeverance, and 
on his ſucceſsful defence depended 
the preſervation of his. wife and 
family, ſpectators of the ſcene, 
The das continued and unſuccefſ, 
ful attack on Mr. Davis, had pro- 
bably alſo ſaved the lives of many 
of the European gentlemen of Be. 
nares, moſt of whom were doomed 
for deſtruction. While the party 
was fully employed in the attack 
on Mr. Davis, the alarm was gene- 
rally ſpread; and Mr. Treves, who 
had rode off to Beatabur, in order 
to call in a party of cavalry, fortu- 
nately met two or three troops re- 
turning from exerciſe, with whom 
he haſtened to Benares; and on 
their appearance the band of aſſaſ. 
ſins immediately took to flight. 

Some parts of the foregoing de- 
tail differ from others that are in 
town; but complete accuracy is 
not here perhaps to be attained, 
At this the reader will not be ſur- 
priſed, when it is recollected, that 
a part of the facts recited depend 
on the evidence of natives, who are 
the only ſurviving ſpectators of 4 
part of the tranſaction.

That all veſſels importing 
at this preſidency ſhall be ſubject 
to the inſpection of the officers of 
the cuſtom-houſe, who will report 
any deficiency or alteration they 
may obſerve in the warlike equip- 
ment of ſuch veſſels as may have 
failed from this port, with a ſupply -

Loſs of the Hon. Company's Ship 


EARL F1IrZWILLIAM 


Extract of a Leiter dated Saugur, 
February 23, 1799. 


% At half paſt eleven o'clock, 
we were alarmed with the cry of 
the gun-room being on fire, upon+ 
which every one came on deck; 
the ſteerage was full of ſmoke, 
which appearcd to come from the 
gun- room ſcuttle. Frery exertion 
was made to extinguiſh the fire, 
which in the ſhort ſpace of five 
minutes, was univerſal; by the 
flames coming up the companion 
and ſetting fire to the ſplinter net- 
ting. 

Finding at this time, nothing 
could be done to fave the ſhip, 
every one tried to fave himſelf; 
the ſpars, gratings, &c. were 
thrown overboard ; upon which 
the laſcars immediately jumped. 
The ſhip was riding flood, and the 
wind from the ſouthward. All 
the officcrs and Kuropeans went 
forward; about cightcen went on 
the ſpritfail yard, eadeavoured to

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one fide the braces were cut, ſo 
that one yard-arm was in the wa- 


ter, and the other in the air; by 


the time we were on the yard, 
about five minutes, the mainmaſt 


went with a horrible ctaſh, over 


the ſtarboard gangway, but in the 
fall, one end of it was entangled 
with the gun, ſo that it remained 
by the ſhip. The fire at this time 
was very violent. The guns, 
which that afternoon were double 
ſhotted, were going off in dread- 
ful peals. | 

We remained in this fitua- 
tion, upon the yard, about one 
hour and a half, expecting'the ſhip 
to blow up every inſtant. From 
the ſituation of the ſpritlail yards 
the people at the lower end were 
very much haraſſed and iatigued, 
one poor fellow, let go his hold 
and ſunk inftantly. Mr. Fraſer, 
was at the lower end, and ſeeing 
Mr. Franklin, who he had agreed 
to keep company with upon a hen 
coop, bid us farewell, and en- 
deavoured to ſwim for it. He 
got there, but was ſo exhauſted, 
that he pulled Mr. Franklin three 
times off the coop, and then ſunk 
under his feet. hy this time the 
Non/uch's boats, came within two 
hundred yards of the ſhip, and 
there remained. The people when 
ſceing the boats, called to- them in 
the moſt pathetic manner to ſave 
them. The Thetifs boat, with 
the fifth officer, now came within 
an oar's length, which they gave 
into our hands, and hauled on 
board as many as the boat could 
te ke, and then pulled off for the 
ſhip; too much credit cannot be 
given to this gentleman, who 
meeting with another of their 
boats, leit us, and again went to 
the thip—the conduct of a young 
lad, a midthipman of the 7hetis, 
who in a ſloop's boat, with two 
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cut it away, but luckily only on 


hands in her, went cloſe to (. 
ſhip, and picked the men off the 
wreck, and gave them to the laree 
boats, who at this time kept at 
diſtance.” This he did till they 
were all taken off.

On the 28th of February, at ten 
at night, four fail of ſhips were dif- 
covered from the Sybille, to wind- 
ward, who immediately chaſed, 
and at twelve gained the wind of 
them, It was then perceived that 
one was a very large ſhip, with 
two ſtern lights. For this ſhip, 
which proved to be La Forte, the 
Sybille bore down, and at a quarter 
paſt twelve, being at the diſtance 
of about three cables length, the 
enemy preſented his broadſide, 
fired, and bore up before the wind. 
In about ten minutes, the Sybille 
having approached within about 
two cables length of her antago- 
niſt, luſſed to the wind on the ſtar- 
board tack and raked her, edging 
down, after this diſcharge, - before 
the wind, until fairly along fide ; 
both ſhips keeping up a heavy fire, 
at a diſtance, that varied occaſion- 
ally, ſrom within piſtol ſhot to a 
cable's length.

Letters from Benares ſay, that 
Vizier Ally has fled to the Betole 
country, the rajah of which is at 
preſent a priſoner in Napaul. An 
application was made by Saadut 


Ally, to have the fugitive delivered 


up, but without ſucceſs. 
The letters add, that it has been 
fully aſcertained, that Vizier Ally, 
after having imbrued his hands in 
the blood of Mr. Cherry, had re- 
folved to aſſaſſinate every European 
in Benares, 'The relult of inquiries, 
lately ſet on foot, tend to criminate 
ſome native inhabitants of having 
been acceſſaries in the plot.

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Vizier Ally to be at Bhotwul, 
where he had been received with 


. cordiality, and, under the protec-

SUPREME COURT. 

On Wedneſday the 2otb inſtant, 
a cauſe was tried wherein Prem- 
chund Bonajee was plaintiff, and 
Mefirs.

We anſwered, that it was juſt as 
they pleaſed; their pleaſure was 
ours. FF immediately role, and 
ſhe we the works. We then 
went WMihbut the gates, where 
they directed the artillery- men to 
fire the mortars at the targets, 2 
which they did fifteen times. They

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then requeſted that we would go 
and ſee the garden, with the plants 
of nutmegs and cloves; &. On 
our leaving the powder works, we 
were again ſaluted with 21 guns. 
We then-proceeded'to the garden, 
where we remained four hours, and 
then returtied home. The next 
day Gen. Malartique ſent to invite 
us to go and ſee ſome fire-works to 
be exhibited that night ; accord- 
ingly, an hour before the cloſe of 
the day, we went to the place 
where the fire-works were to be 
exhibited, The ſecond aid - du. 
camp and five Sirdars came out to 
meet us, and conducted us to the 
upper ſtory: at that time both the 
mm were not preſent. Having 

at till nine o'clock at night, and 
ſeen the fire-works, we returned 
home. Two or three days after- 
wards they invited us to go and ſee 
the armoury, the raoody-khauna 
(granary),' and the iron-manufac- 
tory, deſiring that we would come 
for that purpoſe at four hours after 
dayrlight. We: accordingly ſet 
out, and on our arrival at the gate 
of the armoury, the Sirdars be- 
longing to the eſtabliſhment came 
out to meet us; they ſheweU us 
the whole of the eftablifhment of 
muſkets; implements of war, balls, 
c. &c. after which we took our 
leave. The next day Gen. Malar- 
tique ſent a verbal meſſage by 
Dewan, inviting us to go, at three 
o' clock in the afternoon, to ſee the 


batteries and ordnance. - The per- 


fon in command of them received 
directions to ſhew them to us; and 
we accordingly ſet out, accompa- 
nied by Monſ. De Bay, and when 
arrived at the Batterie e Sirdars 
of that department catlWfor ward, 
and ſhewed us the ies and 
ordnance: they cavſe{$&#tral ſhots 
to be fired.

at Gen. Malartique had ſent :

the General faid'he would not (uf. 
fer us to take leave until the return 
of the ſhip; we told them, that we 
were not come to carry away with 
us men to be enliſted for the ſervice 
of the'Sircar (in other words 7. 
cruits), nor were ſuch the order 
we received from the preſence, 
Five or ſix days after, Gen. Malar. 
tique {ent a man to call us. He 
told us, that he had appointed 
ſome men for the ſervice of the Sir- 
car; whom he was about to ſend 
accordingly; and defired us to give 
it under our hands, that we would 
repreſent to the preſence, and pro- 
cure thelr entertainment at the rate 
bf pay' which he ſhould fix. We 
informed him, that we could not 
venture to make any* ſuch repre- 
ſentation to the preſence." Genen 
Malartique replied, Were 1 to 
write to the preſence, would it not 
be agreed to?“ We anſwered, 
that if he choſe to write, it would 
be at your Highneſs's option to 
agree to it or not. After this we 
took leave. Being arrived at home, 
we wrote and ſent a letter to Geu. 
Malartique by Monſ. De Bay, to 
this purport: „It is very-well 
known to you, Sir, that the object 
of our coming hither, was to carry 
with us the ſuccour of a large and 
effective body of troops. Perſons 
of your nation repreſented to the 
preſence that a' conſiderable body 
of troops was actually ready at the 
Mauritius for the aſſiſtance of the 
Sircar, and that ſo ſoon as am- 
baſſadors ſhould be ſent to the 
Sirdars of the Mauritius, on the 
part of the Khoodadaud Sircat,

Tur Committee appointed to 
at the Address of the British 
nhabitants of Calcutta to the Right 
Honourable the Governor-General, 
assembled this morning at the 
theatre, pursuant to the advertise. 
ment published in the Gazette of 
the 16th instant, for the purpose 
of proceeding with the Address to 
the Government House. 


The Chairman reported to the 


Committee, that in conformity to 
their instructions, he had had the 
honour to wait upon the Right Ho. 
nourable the Governor-General on 
his arrival at the Presidency, and 
to submit to his Lordship the pro- 
ceedings of the inhabitants at the 
meeting of the 213t ultimo. That 
he had the highest satisfaction in 
informing the Committee, that his 
Lordship expressed, in the most flat.

The evil most to be dreaded on 
this service, and a tremendous evil 
it is, was famine; and which the 
Sulraun had the means of producing, 
if he had been wise enough to have 
employed them. The whole of our 
draft and carriage bullocks, public 
aud private, died, and rice bad risen 
to three rupees the seer, on the day 
when the city was stormed. It 
was not till nine days after that 
event, that the detachments com. 
manded by Colonels Read and 
Brown, could arrive with supplies; 
not w ithstanding all the cavalry, and 
a brigade of native infantry, had 


been detached under the command 


of General Floyd, to favour their 
junction; so that if we had not 
succeeded in our attempt, the con- 
sequence would have been fatal to 
the army; and that we were not 
repulsed, was owing to the incom- 
parable conduct and intrepidity of 
the troops, as well as to the judici. 
ous means employed to support 
and protect their extraordinary ef- 
forts. 2 7 

It is not necessary to enter into 
the detailed progress of the siege. 
It may, however, be proper to re- 
mark, that, notwithsranding the 
errors committed by the Sultaun in 
defence of the place, nothing less 
than the vast combined army 1n our 
service, could have carried the en- 
terprize with success. The extent 
of posts we were obliged to occupy 
on both sides of the river, required 
the whole force of the Coast and 
Bombay armies ; besides the troops 
necessary to dislodge the numerous 
swarms of the enemy. As this ser- 
vice was entrusted chiefly to Euro- 
pean officers, who were appointed to 
the various branches of it, not hy 
selection, but in regular succession, 


opportunities were given, as they 


= 
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were pniversally employed, to dis- 
LEE skill and bravery of the 
ritish military character. 
The act of storming displayed a 
most animating and unrivalled pic- 
ture of British bravery. The co- 
lumns of grenadiers dashed, as it 
were, across the river, at noon day, 
despising the difficulties of the pas- 
sage, to mount the breach, which 
could have been practicable alone 
to their irresistible force and brave- 
ry. The impetuous spirit which 
led them on, in the face of a very 
heavy and continued fire of cannon 
and musketry, the rapidity with 
which they ascended the ladders, 
and the impetuous courage, which 
drove the affrighted enemy from 
the walls, soon combined to place 
the British\colours on them. The 
enfilading batteries of the Bombay 
advanced post were of signal service, 
as they deterred numbers from dis- 
puting the breach, who might 
otherwise have kept up a gallin 
fire upon it. The hour of 1191 


also was fortunate; it being one at 


noon, when numbers of the be- 
Sieged had retired to take refresh- 
ment, though enough still remained 
to have repelled less daring assail- 
ants. The Sultaun, who had hitherto 
commanded his troops, was also re. 
tired to refresh himself; but on hear- 
ing the alarm, he hastened back, 
when. finding that the grenadiers 
had entered the breach, and seeing 
his people falling all around him, 


he made for a sally- port, where, 


amidst a crowd of fugitives, he was 
overtaken and slain. It is not yet
